FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Food  cargoes  have  been  inspected  and  have  all  been  found  in  good  condition. 

Public  Notices  have  been  posted  forbidding  the  removal  or  taking  for  sale  for  human  consump¬ 
tion  of  any  shell-fish  from  the  Harbour  and  the  waters  of  the  river  Adur  between  the  entrance  to  the 
Harbour  and  the  town  of  Shoreham-by-Sea.  No  instance  of  selling  shell-fish  taken  from  the  pro¬ 
hibited  area  has  been  observed. 


FOREIGN  WAR  REFUGEES. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  1983  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  subsequent  instructions, 
plans  were  made  in  May  for  the  reception  of  Foreign  War  Refugees,  in  collaboration  with 
neighbouring  Local  Authorities.  It  did  not  prove  necessary  to  put  these  plans  into  operation.

The  Staff  of  the  Authority  are  part-time  officers.  Being  the  official  Deputy  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  I  have  continued  to  act  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  since  the  retirement  of  the  late 
Dr.  W.  J.  Butcher.  The  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  W.  Thurman,  is  also  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
the  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Holt,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  County  Borough  of  Brighton,  acts  as  Assistant 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Port  Health  Authority  for  duties  in  connection  with  the  arrival  of 
passenger  steamers  at  Brighton  Pier,  and  Mr.  A.  Trevethick,  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Southwick 
Urban  District  Council,  is  the  Deputy  Sanitary  Inspector.
